The Affumption of the humans put no manner of 
Imperfe@ion upon the Divine Nature, no more than 
the Rays of che Sun fuffer any Pollution from the 
noifom Bodies,¢hrough which they infinuate them- 
felyes. It has been therefore always the Faith of 
true Relicvers, that only the humane Nature of Chrift: 
fuffered, and that rhe Divine fupported him in thofe 
and raifed-him from che Dead.
